Faulty rims are often the cause 
of damage to inner tubes as weil 
as tires, according to the Calif- 
ornia State Automobile Associa- 
tion. Motorists were cautioned 
against driving even’ short dis- 
tances on the rim alone, as this 
causes wheel or rim damage 
which can not be repaired. Run- 
ning on a flat tire causes similar 
damage, besides usually ruining 
‘both tire and tube. Damaged rims 
can not fit properly and the re- 
sult is injury to tubes and tires. 
Care should be taken to see that 
wheel and rim are true and free 
from rust before installing tire.
